On February 27, 1976, the contents of both the 
above letters were orally presented to Assistant United 
States Attorney (AUSA) FRANK WOHL, Southern District of 
New York (SDNY) , who reserved his prosecutive opinion un- 
til he could be provided with other pertinent documents 
and background information regarding this incident. 



During the month of January, 1976, KONSTANTY 
HANFF contacted the New York Office (NYO) of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) to voluntarily furnish the 
following informationi 



HANFF advised of being the Editor - Publisher 
of "Wolona Polska" ("Free Poland") , a Polish-English 
language bulletin which he claims is published for the 
purpose of alerting Americans of Polish background to the 
activities of representatives of the Polish government as- 
signed to the Unitod States (US). HANFF said he feels that 
many Polish government representatives in the US have other 
assignments, ouch aa intelligence assignments, other than 
the position they officially represent. 



HANFF has provided copios of four (4) letters ho 
has sent to Polish government employees in the U8, which 
letters he claims are to illustrate his attempto to sway 
these individuals away from tho "Communist form of life". 
(These four letters are set forth as Pages fa, , $ , and 
r^of this report.) 



HANFF has further advised that he has also directed 
over330 copies of a letter to US-based Soviet employees, 
which letter' suggested that these individuals might be tired 
of the Soviet rule and desirous of cooperating with the 
author. HANFF advised that thiB letter he sent to the 
Soviet employees was on the letterhead of "Free Cossackia", 
a new publication he has published. (This letter is set 
forth as Tage/^of this report.)
